Nor is it any Leflening the Undertaking 
of the Trade to the South-Seas, in your 
Efteem, to fet it ia atrue Light before 
you, that you may know how to judge of 
jt, unlefs you will pretend to call your 
{elves Fools fit to be impos’d upoc, and 
that ought to be deluded with Outlides of 
Things. 

Wherefore, when I tell you, that by a 
Trade to the South Seas, you are not to 
underftand, A Free Trade among the Spa- 
niards of America , That we are not to ex- 
pe&fuch a Trade as the French now drive 
there, whohave all America open to them, 
and have all the Spani(h Markets to fell at, 
theis Mines. to rummage for Silver, and 
their Effe&s to bring back for Return—This 
is not done to leffen or reduce the Efeem 
of any New Undertaking of Trade that 
Way; “but to prevent your filling your, 
Heads with Notions of Things shat ere nor, 
amufing your felves at Home, and alarm- 
ing your Friends Abroad with ftrange 
Things, which neither are in the Defign it- 
felf, neither is the Defign the worfe, but 
the better without ic; and this fhaii uo- 
dertake to prove as I go along. 

I profefs to have coavers’d with no Ori- 
ginal in this matter, but I argue from the 
Nature of the Thing 3 if [fee farther, I 
fall fay farther: In explainiog it therefore 
asT underftand it, I fhall undertake to 
prove; 


x. That the Trade we fhal undertake, 
may be fo order’d, as that it thall be 
xo Detriment to the Spanifb Trade, 
either as it is now ¢arried on, or asit 
fhal hereafter be carried on by the 
Spaniards, in Time of Peace,

On the other Hand, neither is itany reat 
Iojiftice to the Spaniards, efpecially the Are 
ticle of the Grand Alliance canfider'd, which 
gives us that Licenfe, That any part of che 
Weft fide of America, which can be taken 
from the Spaniards while they are our Ene- 
mies, may be Poff:fs’d, Planted, Settled, 
and Inhabited by us, and this is the Sub- 
ftance of our Undertaking : How far this 
may be fufficient to Anfwer the Purpofe, 1 
may confider hereafter. 

It is certain, the French are Ruiviog the 
SpanifhTrade now, and Enriching them- 
felves by it 5 it isas certain, that by ic they 
may be faid ia one Refpe&, co be enabled 
tocatry on the War, fur tke Supplies of 
Money they receive from thence are fuch, 
aad fo great, that they would be il! able to 
go on without them.
